Y Captain Reid, of his Majefty’s thip Galatea, which 
failed from Charleftown the 30th of March, difpatches 
were this day received by Lord George Germaine, one of his 

Majety’s Principal Secretaries of State, from Lord Rawdon, 

and Lieutenant-Colonel Balfour, of which the following are 

extracts and copies: 

LExtra& of a letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Balfour, Com- 
mandant of Charleftown, South Carolina, dated Charleftown, 
March 24. 

Y the inclofed letter to the Commander in Chief, your 
Lordship will fee with what aftonifhing rapidity the army 
under Lord Cornwallis advanced through North Carolina, and 
penetrated to the remoteft extremities of that province, on the 
banks of the Dan. The greater part of thefe accounts, I have 
now the honour to inform your Lordthip, are verified by dif- 


. patches of the 21ft ult. 5th and 8th inftant, this day received 


from Earl Cornwallis, through Lord Rawdon, and which. en- 
able me to communicate to your Lordthip.the further opera: 
tions and fuccefles of his Majefty’s arms in thefe parts. 

Lord Cornwallis’s unremitting exertions were fuch, as pre- 
cluded General Green’s being joined by any cunfiderable body 
of the militia, and forced him, for a while, to retire into Vir- 
ginia, where his army has gained fome fmall reinforcements. 

Having accomplifhed this, Lord Cornwallis moved to Hillf- 
borough, in order to erect the royal ftandard there, refreth his 
troops, greatly fatigued by uncommon marches, and afford 
fuch fupport to the diftreffed friends of Government, as might 
enable them to make head, and maintain the King’s caufe a- 
gainft their enemies. 

To fruftrate objects fo effential, called naturally for every effort 
from Gen. Green, who therefore re-croffed the Dan, and, by his 
light corps, attempted to hinder the affembling of our friends 
between Deep and Haw Rivers ; but, in this endeavour, they 
were impeded by Lieutenant-Colonel Tarleton, who, on the 
2d inftant, fell in with a confiderable body of thofe troops, of 
which ninety were killed in the field, and many others in the 
purfuit; and, I am truly happy to add, with fcarcely any lofs 
on our fide. 

At this time General Green, with his army, was in thofe 
parts of Guildford county, fouth of Reedy-Fork, when Lord 
Cornwallis found it neceflary to crofs Haw River, in order to 
protect the loyalifts, whom Green, by his ftation {trove to 
check ; but on a corps of fix hundred of his militia being for- 
ced by Lord Cornwallis to retire -wjth precipitation, General 
Green marched without delay for the Iron Works on Trouble- 


. fome Creek, which being to the northward, as your Lordthip 
knows of Reedy Fork, on which the King’s army was moving, . 


indicates, either the view of meeting his reinforcements, or an 
imtention of retiring a fecond time into Virginia. However, 
Lord Cornwallis has, at prefent, no defign, as I apprehend 
from his letters, of purfuing him on that route,,as his army is

Copy of a letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Balfour to Sir Henry 
Clinton. 
Charleflown, March 3, 1784. 
SIR, 

N my letter of the 24th ult. I had the honour to communi- 
cate to your Excellency the fituation of the Congarees, 
and of its being invefted bya force under Colonel Sumpter. I 
have now the honour to inform you, that by the good condué 
of Major Maxwell, of the Prince of Wales’s regiment, the re- 
bels were repulfed in their attempts on that poft. They next 
turned their views to Thompfon’s, and were there likewife de- 
feated with fome lofs. Sumpter then reconnoitred Nelfon’s ; 
but finding it too ftrong, paffed the Santee five miles above that, 
where he was oppofed by fome Provincial Light Infantry ander 
Lieutenant Colonel Waifon, and obliged to retréat, with the 

lofs of 18 killed, a few taken, and many horfes. 

This aétion was brought on by Sumpter’s having furrounded 
Lieutenant Cooper, with afmall party of the light infantry ; on 
which occafion Colonel Watfon mentions, with high applaufe, 
the meritorious conduét and gallant refiftance of that officer, and 
which IL therefore think it my duty to communicate to your 
Excellency. 

Having yefterday received by an officer, who has been long 
a prifoner of war at Hillfborough, accounts of Lord Cornwal- 
lis’s rapid advances into North Carolina; and withing, as they 
feem to me effential, to give your Excellency, the earlieft in- 
formation of them, I have difpatched for this purpofe the Sand- 
wich packet, which was retaken in the Chefapeak, and is now 
fit for fea. ' 

On the toth of laft month, it appears General Greene reti- 
red, on the approach of Lord Corawallis, from Guildford Cour 
Houfe, where, it is faid, he had been previoufly joined by the 
corps under General Morgan. 

On the evening of the 12th he had reached-the length of 
Moore’s plantation, on Country Line Creek, 15 miles from the 
Dan, and 30 to the northward of Hillfborough ; this he quitted 
the fucceeding day, when the fame ground was taken-up by the 
King’s army. = 

On the r2th I learn General Greene had fent an exprefs ‘tol 
a Colonel Gunby, the rebel commander .at Hillfborough, or- 
dering him to forward to the army the baggage. of the Maryland 
line, particularly thoes, of which they were in the utmoft want : 
This was followed by another exprefs that evening, directing 
the fame to meet him at Taylor’s Ferry, (on the Roanoak) as 
he was fo clofely purfued and harraffed by Lord Cornwallis, as 
to be unable to meet it elfewhere. 

In this laft exprefs General Greene fignified te Colonel Gun- 


| by, that it had been his intentions to have pafled the Dan river 


at Dixon’s Ferry ; but the clofe preflure of Lord Cornwallis 
had obliged him to change this route, and take that of Boyd’s, 
where he. was in hopes of finding the river fordable. 

At this time a belief was current at Hillfborough and in the 
country, that Lord Cornwallis had detached a corps on the o- 
ther fide of the Dan, fomewhere near the lower Sawra ‘Town, 
to intercept the paflage of the rebels, either over that river or 
the Roanoak. 

And it is further confidently afferted, that for two or three 
days the armies were fo near each other, that frequent fkirmith- 
es paffed between the rear-guard of Greene’s and the advanced of 
Lord Cornwallis’s. 

As thefe particulars may effentially affe&t the corps_under 

eneral Arnold, I have requetted a,veffel fhould be fent with- 
out delay to the Chefapeak, and by her fhall-tranfmit to that 
officer a copy. of this letter to your Excellency,. as I, am appre- 
heafive leaft his fituation in Portfmouth fhould ftop other chan- 
nels of information.

LAW INTELLIGENCE. 

‘This day, came on an argument before the Court of King’s Bench, 
@ matter of great importance to the mercantile gentkemen concerned 
in thipping:, 5 It was a {pecial cafe {tated for the opinion of the Court, 
upon an action in the cafe in which,Robert Cornu, mafter of a private 
thip of war belonging to French owners at Bologne, was the plaintiff, 

and Mr John Blackburne was the defendant. ‘I’he cafe ftated was in 
fubftance this: ‘That upon the 6th of June 1780, the plaintiff, com- 
manding a French privateer, called the. Princefs Robecque, captured 
the defendant’s thip, called the Dolly, commanded by Mr Tho. Fin- 
‘chet, in her paflage from Lynn to Liverpool, laden with corn, about 
the heights of Edinburgh, and ranfomed her for 13001. and took the 
mate, John Butler, as Woes That the Dolly proceeded and arrived 
at the port of her deftination. Upon the 16th of June the Robeeque 
herfelf. was.taken by two Englith frigates. off Yarmouth, and brought 
to England, with the hoftage on board. That, at the time of the capture 
of the Robecque, the ranjom bill was alfe on board, but was not delivered 
“up to the captors, nor ever poffeffed by them. ‘That the ranfom bill con- 
“tained tle following claufe, viz. ‘* It is exprefsly covenanted and a- 
© greed, that Lthe faid Thomas Finchet, do bind and oblige myfelf, 
“ and-engage my veflel and cargo to pay or caufe to be paid to the 
‘© owners of the faid privateer, the full amount of the faid ranfom, 
* fhould the faid hoftage happen to die.or defert, or that the faid priva- 
** teer foould perifh, or fhould be taken with the boftage on board; without 
**. whieh condition the Captain of the faid privateer would not have 
* confented.to the above ranfom, which, in alt cafes whatfoever, hall 
* be well and truly paid.” 

{ft was argued for the plaintiff, that this claufe made the contraé 
binding in all’ events, and took it ont of fhe general law of nations re- 
fpecting recaptures, viz. that when recaptured out of the enemy’s do- 
minions, the hoftage and cargo is liberated from ranfom. It was alfo 
argued, that as the bill of ranfom was not delivered to the captors, it 
remained the property of the plaintiff, and entitled him to the s300l. 

For the defendant it was infifted, thatthe general law of nations 
was, that the recaptors were entitled to a falvage of one eighth, where 
the hoftage Ted ranfom bill were on board when taken, and that the 
plaintif’ could not fet up a claim for the whole lofs, being quite in- 
compatible. “Alfo, that the plaintiff could not entitle himfelf by a 
concealment and a fraud, by fecreting the bill when it in faét is on 
board with the hoftage. That if the hoftage was freed (as clearly in 
Jaw was the cafe) then that the ranfom was alfo, That the hoftage 
ahd rdafom bill wére’only fubftituted in the place of the fhip and car- 
go, and was to be confidered as if the prize had been in company with 
"the privateer when captured; and alfo, that the claufe in the bill was 
in frand of the general law of nations, in the cafe of ranfom and re- 
capture, and particularly fo, as it was to affect the intereft of the re- 
captors, and deprive them of the falvage. 

Lord Mansfield. was of opinion, that the claufe im the ranfom bill 
was binding between the parties, and the plaintiff entitled to recover, 
even in cafe the bill of ranfom had been delivered up to, and in the 
poffeffion of the captors; and, upon the other ground, he was alfo of 
opinion be fhould recover, viz. that the bill was never in the pofleffion 
of the captors————Mr Juftice Buller faid, it was enough for this cafe 
that the captors never poffefled the bill, amd would »et give any opi- 
nion on the other point.

The war in America never wore a more favourable com lec. 
tion than at prefent. From fuch repeated fuccefles the fupreme 
Congrefs may be obliged within a fhort time to change the 
place of their meeting fomewhat more to the northward. 

The Roanoak, near which the late battle wds fought between 
Lord Cornwallis and General Green, is in. North Caroling, 
Its fource lies in the Appalachian mountains in Virgipi 
after a courfe of feveral leagues, it falls into the Atlanti 
forming a narrow Bay, called Albemarle Sound ; it has a 
bar at the mouth, which prevents its being navigated by other 
than {mall craft, on which account the commerce of the pro- 
vince is chiefly carried on by James River. 

The Dan is a large arm or branch of the Roanoak, which 
runs into Orange county, and from whence there are feveral 
f{maller rivers and creeks, with which the internal part of North 
Carolina is almoft every where interfected. 

The Hawe River is the uppermoft branch of the North 
Weft Cape Fear River; an innumerable variety of ftreams 
fall into it, which are moftly fordable, except in the rainy fea- 
fons. The town of Hillfborough lies at an equal diftanee be 
tween this and the River Dan. 

The diftance between the place of this laft aG@ion, and thar 
between Lord Cornwallis and General Gates, is 127 miles. 

The New-York papers of the 2d of April fay, that three of 
the French fquadron returned to -Rhode-Ifland difmatted : if 
that intelligence is true, and nothing is more likely, from what 
happened to the frigate detached after them by Admiral Ar- 
buthnot, it is not probable that they can be refitted in lefs than 
fix months, for though Pifcataqua is not very diftant for their 
fupply, yet it will bea lefs arduous bufinefs to procure new malts 
from Europe, unlefs our American cruizers ave very remifs, 

A letter from Paris, dated May 2, fays, “ Yelterday as the 
King was going a-hunting, an exprefs arrived at Marly with 
difpatches of fuch importance, as prevented his Majefty fiom 
taking that diverfion. A cabinet-council was immediately fam- 
moned, which fat for three hours, at the breaking up of which 
— were immediately difpatched for the Hague and Ma 

rid.” 

From Verfailles we have an account, that the Dutch Mini- 
{ter has acquainted the court in form, that-their High Mighti- 
neffes the States-General do not propofe to join their fleet with 
that of France and Spain, having barely fufficient to prot 

















their coafts and grant convoys. 

A letter from the Hague, dated May 2, fays, ‘* A French 
fhip is put into Flufhing, laden with provifions for a fleet of 
French men of war, which is expected foon to arrive in 
Texel.

«¢« Great Britain, which has not only fo often with{tood the 
attacks of the moft. powerful enemies, but brought them, 
through a glorious war, to fupplicate for peace, looks forward 
once again to that happy period, when the fovereignty of the 
fea, and the right of empire, will be as much her own as ever. 
The late viétory obtained over his Majefty’s rebellious fubjects 
in Ametica, is.confidered as a chef d’euvre of the kind, and 
as an évent the moft likely, of any one that has happened du- 
ring the war, to bring about the much-wifhed for peace and 
order throughout America, efpecially if we confider, as we 
muft do, that Lord Cornwallis, from the affiftance given him 
by the well-affected people there, will be enabled to follow up 
his late good fortune to effect. 

** While the fuccefs of his Majefty’s arms are thus difplay- 
ed in America, his other enemies are, in every part of the 
world, becoming every day more and more fenfible of the 

rowefs of his fleets and armies. The Spaniards have not on- 
ty fuffered Admiral Darby to throw into Gibraltar the intend- 
ed relief, but have meanly and daftardly fkulked away with 
their formidable fleet, that was to have blockaded that garrifon 
againft the utmoft naval force that could have been fent out a- 
gainft them. Great Britain, however, has effectually convin- 
ced Spain of the vanity and emptinefs of her menace; and 
though fhe has not had an opportunity of chaftifing her info- 
lence, the extreme and univerfal ridicule her conduct has 
thrown upon her, may well be viewed as equal to a defeat in 
the eyes of thofe furrounding powers who, with different feel- 
ings, are {peétators of the belligerent ftates, and their refpec- 
tive operations. Nor has France any thing to boaft of, with 
all that fpirit of gafconade that ‘charaéterizes her, with refpect 
to her.war againft Great Britain. In after periods, the prefent 
hiftory of that cowntry will hardly exhibit one bright page to 
fave the honour and glory of the Grand Monarque. In A- 
merica, the rebels have profited but little from the conneétion 
they have formed with her; and, in the Weft Indies, where 
the naval power of France was to have fwept away the whole 
of our iflands, they are reduced to the very laft degree of 
humblene’s ; to mention nothing of the utter incapacity the 
have betrayed of afhiting the States-General, after having rs 
villanoufly duped them inte a war. 

“© In the feveral provinces of Holland, and particularly in 
Amfterdam, all trade feems to be at a ftand; and every day 
freth bankruptcies are expected to follow thofe that have alrea- 
dy happened. The faé&t is, the Dutch are.heartily fick of a 
war for which they were totally unprepared, and for the car- 
rying on of which, it is a well-known truth, they will have 
neither men nor fhips for many months to come. The capture 
of St Euftatia by Sir George Rodney, feverely as it has been 
felt, even gives way, and is in a manner forgotten in the fear 
they have for their poffeflions at the Cape of Good Hope, which

“ The Eaft Indies is the only part of the world in which 
Great Britain has not been fuperor to her enemies ; and even 
there, accident alone has given them a momentary advantage o-

There is, how- 
ever, a fatality in human affairs..A tafte for feience and li- 
terature begot difputing clubs: At firft theyowere innocent and 
entertaining ; byt the human mind, like the foil that maintains 
the body, produces noxious weeds, as wellas fragrant flowers 
and falutary fruits. —The Vizir, for his. wifdom and vigilance, 
was named the right eye of the Caliph: Drefled like one of 
the vulgar, he heard the religion of his matter. reviled, the doc- 
trines of Epicurus extolled, and impiety fo; dreffed up and dif- 
guifed, as to be able, with the ignorant, to pafs for reafon. 
The Vizir, by virtue of his mafter’s*authority, could imme- 
diately have drawn the fword of juftice can of vengeance. 
The crime, however, appeared to him fo great and uncom- 
mon, that he thought proper to lay the matter before the Ca- 
liph, and expeéted inftant order to“ put to the fword both 
preacher and audience, and to ‘razé to the ground the temple 
of impiety, and fow the ruins with falt.
